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Offending  file  creates  security  breach 


File  temporarily 
makes  student 
information 
available

A  securit)'  breach  on  a 
systems  support  file  that  cre- 
ates campus  e-mail  accounts 
on  a  weekly  basis  was  report- 
ed to  information  and 
Technology  Services  on 
Friday,  Feb.  12,  by  Mitch 
Morrison,  a  student  consultant 
for  ITS  and  a  supplemental 
instructor  for  CSICO. 

Morrison  said  tie 
informed  Cjnthia  Elicit,  com- 
puter operations  supervisor, 
of  the  problem  on  PINE,  a 
UNIX-based  Program  for 
Internet  News  and  E-mail. 

According        to        Bob 


Kostrubanic,  teclinical  support 
director  of  ITS,  the  breach  was 
no  longer  in  existence  on  Feb. 
17. 

Morrison  understands  the 
ramifications  he  may  face  for 
speaking  out. 

"I  fear  what  a  mali- 
cious hacker  could  do 
more  than  what  an 
administrator  could 
do,"  Morrison  said. 

While  a  security 
breach  was  reported  to 
ITS,  no  disciplinar) 
action  has  been  taken 
against  an>one  for  vio- 
lating the  Student 
Conduct  Code. 

"There  has  been 
no  need  to  take  disci- 
plinary action  against  any  stu- 
dents for  security  violations." 
Donna  Bialik,  dean  of  stu- 
dents, said. 

Ntichael  Mourey,  manager 
of  technical  support  for  ITS, 
said  he  was  aware  of  issues 
last  December  svhich  pertain 
to  this  incident. 

Michael  Boschet,  nelviork 
systems  programmer  for  ITS. 
was  the  person  responsible  for 
solving  the  security  problem. 

Moure)   and  Kostrubanic 


said  that  a  student  consultant, 
whose  identity  cannot  be 
revealed,  is  documenting  the 
situation  and  is  working  with 
ITS  to  make  sure  the  hole  is 
completelj-  patched  up.

that  we  wanted  to  stop  it.  PJNE 
was  upgraded  to  version 
4.10,"  Kostrubanic  said. 
"There  liave  been  no  prob- 
lems in  the  past  that  anyone 
has  told  us  about." 

Mourey  said  the  4.10  ver- 
sion of  PINE  is  more  secure 
than  the  version  formerly 
used  on  campus,  version  3.96. 

UNIX  is  an  operating  sys- 
tem similar  to  Macintosh  or 
Windows.  It's  generally  used 
for  larger  sjstem^,  Boschet 


said. 

William  Baden,  coordina- 
tor of  academic  computing, 
said  the  problem  was  in  UNIX, 
which  is  the  s>stems  support 
program  for  student  e-mail 
and  student  web  pages. 

While  reading  an  e- 
mail,  the  screen  would 
occasionally  change  to 
bring  up  a  screen  with  a 
dollar  sign  prompt. 

The  system  made  a 
user  involuntarily  exit 
the  mail  system. 

A  user  would  then  see 
a  screen  which  dis- 
played his  or  her  per- 
sonal account  file. 

The  onl>'  danger  that 
might  exist,  said  Baden, 
was  if  a  person  had  a  pass- 
word of  another  user.  The 
most  one  could  do  was  change 
around  information  in  an 
account  file. 

"There  were  security 
holes  we  became  aware  of 
after  a  review  of  the  software," 
said  Mourey.  "We  decided  that 
this  was  the  best  response  to 
the  security  hole.  There  were 
not  any  serious  problems,  but 
it  allowed  someone  who  knew 
how  to  break  into  the  base

"M>  guess  was  that  some- 
bodj  had  modified  a  s\stem 
file  b>  e-mailing  it  to  them- 
selves and  changing  it  to  fool 
the  network  security,"  said 
Boschet.  "Students  won't  be 
able  to  access  this  bug  any- 
more. The  s>stem's  dependcn- 


cj'  on  the  file  being  used  was 
removed." 

Morrison  has  the  same 
account  of  the  problem,  but 
with  a  slight  variation.

How  much  personal  information  can  be  disclosed  via  computer?

Students  with  personal  and  aca- 
demic information  on  interactive 
computer  ser\'ices  are  protected  by 
laws  such  as  The  Social  Securit>'  On- 
line Privacy  Act  of  1996  and  The 
Family  Educational  Rights  and 
Privacy  Act. 

An  interactive  computer  ser\'ice 
refers  to  any  information  service 
that  provides  computer  access  to 


multiple  users  via  modem  or  other 
means  of  telecommunication  to  the 
Internet  or  an)'  other  on-line  net- 
work. 

According  The  Social  Security 
On-Line  Privacy  Act  of  1996,  "An 
interactive  computer  service  shall 
not,  by  means  of  a  reference  service 
or  otherwise,  disclose  to  a  third 
party  (1)  an  individual's  Social 
Securit)'  account  number,  or  (2)  per- 
sonally identifiable  information 
which  is  identifiable  to  an  individual 
by  means  of  the  individual's  Social 


Security  account  number  without  the 
individual's  prior  informed  written 
consent." 

The  Family  Educational  Rights  and 
Privacy  Act.  also  known  as  The 
Buckley  Amendment,  gives  students 
the  right  to  inspect  their  education 
records. 

According  to  Patrick  Mclaughlin, 
associate  registrar,  "There  are  three 
rights  to  this  act;  the  right  to  inspect 
education  records,  the  right  to 
request  to  amend  education  records 
and  the  righuto  limit  disclosure  of 


personally  identifiable  information 
contained  in  education  records." 

"We  can  give  out  directory 
information  if  we  give  students  pub- 
lic notices  such  as  page  298  in  the 
student  bulletin.  Public  notice  gives 
the  registrars  the  right  to  make 
information  such  as  name,  class 
standing,  dates  of  attendance,  stu- 
dent activities,  address  and  tele- 
phone number  available  to  the  pub- 
lic," Mclaughlin  said. 

Information  that  is  not  accept- 
able  to   be   given    to   the   public 


includes  gender,  ethnicity,  grade 
point  average,  social  security  num- 
ber or  any  other  student  identifica- 
tion number. 

"Social  security  numbers  made 
public  such  as  grade  posting  identifi- 
cation has  stopped.  If  a  violation  is 
found  at  IPFW.  it  is  stopped  and  will 
no  longer  occur,"  said  Mclaughlin. 

Complaints  can  be  reported  to 
the  United  States  Secretary 
Department  of  Education.

Committee  seeks 
new  vice  chancellor 
of  Academic  Affairs

The  university  is  currenilj  inter- 
viewing candidates  for  vice  chancellor  of 
Academic  Affairs. 

The  current  vice  chancellor  of 
Academic  Affairs.  Susan  B.  Hannah,  has 
a  one-year  contract  that  expires  in 
August. 

Because  Hannah's  position  was  tem- 
porary, a  search  for  a  permanent 
replacement  began  as  soon  as  a  commit- 
tee was  appointed  by  Chancellor  Michael 
Wartell. 

The  Vice  Chancellor  of  Academic 
Affairs  Search  Committee  is  chaired  b> 
Steve  Sarratore,  associate  professor  of 
theatre. 

The  committee  consists  of  Sarratore, 
James  Hersberger,  associate  chair  and 
professor  of  mathematical  sciences; 
Kimberly  McDonald,  associate  professor 
and  program  coordinator  of 
Organizational  Leadership  and 
Super\'ision;  Alan  Sandstrom,  professor 
of  sociology  and  anthropology;  Dipak 
Chowdhury,  professor  of  geosciences; 
James  Jones,  dean  of  Health  Sciences, 
and  Meg  Ross,  IPSGA  comptroller. 

According  to  Sarratore,  the  commit- 
tee began  advertising  for  permanent 


candidates  earl>  last  fall. 

The  position  was  advertised  nation- 
ally in  higher  education  publications; 
nominations  were  solicited  on  campus 
and  special  mailings  were  sent  to 
schools  both  within  and  without  the  lU- 
Purdue  system. 

The  committee  then  screened  inter- 
ested applicants  with  specific  criteria 
and  narrowed  the  pool  to  a  select  few. 

Next,  telephone  interviews  were 
conducted,  references  were  checked  and 
interviews  were  scheduled. 

"We  tried  to  get  the  candidates  here 
before  spring  break,"  said  Sarratore. 

As  soon  as  the  interviews  are  sched- 
uled, the  committee  notified  the  campus 
and  communit>  through  open  meetings, 
notes  to  various  organizations  and  bul- 
letin board  notices. 

When  the  candidates  visit  campus, 
they  have  an  opportunity  to  meet  with 
various  members  of  the  IPFW  communi- 
ty, including  students,  faculty  and  com- 
munity members. 

According  to  Hersberger,  the  feed- 
back received  is  an  important  factor  in 
the  committee's  final  decision.

Funding:  Budget  shortfalls  affect  campus,  local  community

Funding  shortages  at  IPFW  are  only 
one  part  of  an  S85  million  shortfall  in 
distributions  being  returned  to  the 
Northeastern  Indiana  communilj  (NEl)  by 
the  state  go\ernment. 

The  Community  Research  Institute  of 
IPFW  spent  the  last  year  verifying  this 
shortage  in  the  state  government  operat- 
ing expenditure,  and  recently  released 
the  final  report  to  the  public. 

"Their  purpose  was  strictly  to  show 
the  numbers  and  figures,"  said  Bart 
Tyner,  communications  specialist, 
Uni\'ersit>'  Relations  and 
Communications.  "It  will  be  up  to  the 
community  to  decide  if  the>  want  to  act 
upon  it." 


Both  (K-12  and  higher  education), 
transportation,  health  and  human  ser- 
vices, economic  development  and  infra- 
structure de\elopment  are  all  receiving 
distributions  from  the  state  in  amounts 
significantly  less  than  what  the  NEl 
region  is  contributing  to  the  state  operat- 
ing budget. 

"We  feel  like  it's  reflected  in  the  bud- 
get at  IPFW."  said  Chancellor  Michael 
Wartell. 

As  a  whole,  higher  education  in  NEl 
during  1994-96  was  shorted  S12.6  mil- 
lion. 

This  was  only  7.81  percent  of  the 
money  allocated  to  the  state's  higher  edu- 
cation fund,  despite  the  fact  NEl  has  9.38 
percent  of  the  state's  higher  education 
enrollment  and  contributions. 

This  area  also  made  up  9.95  percent 
of  the  stale's  operating  budget. 


According  to  the  report,  economic 
development  has  been  shorted  SI. 9  mil- 
lion and  transportation  S4.1  million, 
based  on  the  9.95  percent  of  the  state 
budget  coming  from  NEl. 

"I  think  that  there  is  a  general  idea 
that  this  has  been  happening,  but  I  think 
that  this  report  makes  it  more  concrete." 
said  Tyner. 

The  report  observed  that  several  of 
the  expenditures  and/or  distributions  are 
"formula-driven,"  and  the  reasons  for 
the  shortfalls  lie  somewhere  in  the  details 
of  the  formulas. 

Although  the  report  did  analyze  the 
state  government  operating  expenditure 
and  state  government  revenue  analysis,  it 
did  not  look  into  these  formulas. 

"It  will  be  up  to  others  to  determine 
the  formulas,"  Tyner  said.  "There  are 
other  avenues  for  pursuing  the  formation 


of  the  formulas." 

Although  nothing 
has  been  changed  \et, 
Wartell  is  glad  that 
efforts  are  being  made, 

"I  think  that  the  CRl 
did  an  excellent  job  of 
gathering  the  data,"  said 
Wartell.  "The  university 
is  working  hard  to 
change  the  budget.  It's 
gratifying  to  see  the 
number  of  people  work- 
ing at  IPFW  to  make  the   

budget  better."

"I  won't  dispute  it  from  a 
personal  standpoint  that  it  is 
correct  to  state  that  the  only 
way  your  files  are  directly  in 
danger  is  b>'  someone  else," 
said  Morrison, 

Morrison  said  the  breach 
was  within  a  systems  support 
file  that  creates  e-mail 
accounts  on  a  weekly  basis. 
This  file  was  from  the 
Registrar's  Office,  Morrison 
said  it  is  very  secure. 

UNIX  gets  into  this  sys- 
tem to  get  student  informa- 
tion such  as  addresses  and  ID 
numbers.  This  is  to  create  e- 
mail  accounts  and  verifj  if 
the  e-mail  user  is  a  student. 

"That  list  (the  list  of  stu- 
dent e-mail  and  web  page 
information)  was  left  readable 
to  anyone  who  got  the  dollar 
sign  prompt.  You  could  read 
anyone's  information.  This  is 
not  a  part  of  the  standard 
UNIX  file.  It  is  something  that 
ITS  created.  It's  all  in  their 
security  system  development 
to  make  sure  that  everyone  is 
entitled  to  make  an  account 
on  Holmes.  If  they  start  a  per- 
son in  the  middle  of  the 
semester,  they  can  get  you  on 
very  quickly.  The  list  is  made 
readable  to  everyone," 
Morrison  said. 

"The  problem  has  been  in 
its  initial  state  where  every- 


one can  read  it  since  the  fall 
of  '98,  I  cannot  comment 
before  fall,  because  1  was  not 
here  before  then.  I've  been 
afraid  to  see  if  the  problem 
still  exists,  I  did  not  want  to 
get  caught  in  the  crossfire," 
Morrison  said. 

Boschet  said  UNIX  is  used 
primarily  by  the  campus  for 
e-mail  and  student  web  pages. 
Mourey  said  PINE  was  chosen 
because  lU  had  it  installed. 
The  decision  was  made  on  a 
support  perspective,  making  it 
better  and  easier  to  use,  IPFW 
uses  the  Hewlett  Packard  UNIX 
system. 

Purdue  has  operated  on 
UNIX  since  it  first  came  out, 
around  seven  or  eight  years 
ago,  said  Jim  Morrison,  direc- 
tor of  clinical  computing  and 
intelligent  system  develop- 
ment at  Purdue.  Jim  Morrison 
is  the  father  of  Mitch 
Morrison,  who  initially  report- 
ed the  problem  to  IPFW. 

"Clearly,  maintaining 
security  of  computer  systems 
requires  open  sharing  of 
information.  Purdue  has  one 
of  the  nation's  most  respected 
experts  on  computer  security 
in  the  nation,"  said  Jim 
Morrison,  referring  to  Eugene 
Spafford  of  the  computer  sci- 
ence department  at  Purdue.

Nearly  150  students  from  all  over  Northern 
Indiana  joined  40  staff  members  for  Summit  '99.
